Vegetable  Oil  Supplies.— The  following 
message  has  been  received  from  the  office 
of  the  Resident  Minister  in  West  Africa :

Anti-opium  Clinic— The  anti-opium  clinic 
Liverpool  referred  to  during  the  hearing 
an  appeal  at  the  City  quarter  sessions

It  was  opened  as  an  experiment  about  three 
months  ago,  as  the  result  of  long-continued 
efforts  by  the  Chinese  Government.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Successful  Appeal  by  Opium  Smoker. — 

At  Liverpool  Quarter  Sessions,  on  January 
9,  an  appeal  by  Han  Ee  Moy,  a  Chinese 
ship's  cook,  against  a  sentence  of  one 
month's  imprisonment  passed  on  him  at 
Liverpool  police  court  .  on  December  22, 
1944,  for  having  been  in  possession  of 
utensils  for  smoking  opium,  was  allowed 
by  the  Recorder,  who  substituted  a  fine 
of  40s.  For  the  appellant,  a  book  was 
produced  which  had  been  issued  to  Han 
Ee  Moy  in  Singapore,  giving  him  permission 
to  smoke  opium.  It  appeared  that  he  had  a 
serious  internal  complaint,  and  it  had  been 
deemed  right  that  he  should  be  given  a 
permit  to  smoke  opium  when  in  extreme 
pain.  He  would  prefer  not  to  smoke  opium, 
and  he  was  willing  to  go  to  the  anti-opium 
clinic  just  opened  in  Liverpool. 

Nominal  Fine.— At  Old  Street,  London, 
magistrates'  court,  on  January  11,  the 
General  Kaputine  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  Hollin- 
wood,  nr.  Oldham,  Lanes,  was  summoned 
at  the  instance  of  the  Bethnal  Green 
Borough  Council  for  contravening  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  in  connexion  with  a  sale  of 
boric  talc.  A  plea  of  guilty  was  entered  for 
the  defendants.  The  prosecution  alleged 
that  the  company  sold  some  boric  talc  to  a 
trader  in  Houndsditch,  London,  E.,  who  in 
turn  made  a  sale  to  a  Bethnal  Green  shop- 
keeper. A  sample  taken  by  the  Council's 
sampling  officer  showed  the  material  to 
contain  10  per  cent,  boric  acid,  20  per  cent, 
calcium  carbonate,  1 5  per  cent,  magnesium 
carbonate,  and  15  per  cent,  purified  talc, 
with  perfume.  The  Codex  specification  for 
boric  talc  stipulated  a  mixture  of  10  per 
cent,  boric  acid  and  90  per  cent,  purified 
talc,  perfumed.  The  magistrate  imposed 
what  he  described  as  a  nominal  fine  of  40s., 
with  costs  amounting  to  ^10  los. 

D.D.  Charges  Dismissed. — Summonses 
against  four  Stirling  chemists  (see  C.  &•  D., 
December  9,  1944,  p.  602)  for  contra- 
ventions of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regula- 
tions, 1937,  were  dismissed  by  the  sheriff - 
substitute  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders 
Act  at  the  resumed  hearing  on  January  11. 
When  the  case  was  first  called,  William 
Carnegie,  91  Barnton  Street;  Norman 
Alexander  Robertson,  32  Barnton  Street; 
Stirling  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  5  Barn- 
ton Street;  and  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
26  Port  Street,  pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of 
having  failed  to  enter,  in  the  register  kept 
by  them  for  the  purpose,  prescriptions 
relating  to  dangerous  drugs  signed  by  a

potential  and  latent  rather  than  docu- 
mented." Are  not  the  ordinary  channels 
of  communication  between  parties  inter-, 
ested  in  filling  professional  and  commercial 
vacancies  sufdcient?  A  "monopoly  of  the 
work  of  filling  higher  appointments"  is, 
indeed,  disclaimed  on  behalf  of  the  new 
organisation;  but  I  cannot  help  thinking 
that  its  proposed  functions  are  likely  to 
prove  to  a  great  extent  redundant.  A 
Government  department  may,  if  the  bureau- 
cratic touch  can  be  avoided,  quahfy  itself 
to  give  general  advice  to  applicants  for 
situations;  it  is  unlikely  that  it  will  be 
able  to  marshal  specific  details  with  ade- 
quate understanding.  The  dictum  tha,t 
the  market  for  scientific  appointments  is 
essentially  a  national  market  is,  in  my  view, 
only  a  half-truth. 

Examinations  in  Scotland 

The  report  by  the  Government  Visitor 
on  the  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  in  Scotland  during  1944  (p.  45) 
discloses  an  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs. 
In  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifymg 
examination  the  percentage  of  passes  for 
the  whole  examination  has  been  steadily 
declining  from  forty-nine  to  thirty-seven 
in  the  course  of  the  past  four  years.    It  is 
not  surprising  that  the  Visitor  goes  into 
details  and  suggests  possible  explanations. 
Although,  as  he  indicates,  war-time  con- 
ditions may  have  had  some  share  in  this 
disquieting  result,  an  examination  is  an 
event  for  which  the  average  candidate  must 
be  presumed  to  have  made  due  preparation 
to  the  best  of  his  or  her  ability :  no  ordinary 
student  wishes  to  incur  the  loss  of  time  and 
the  additional  cost  of  having  to  make  a 
second   appearance   before   the  Society's 
examiners.  The  remark  that  "  far  too  many 
of  the  candidates  seemed  to  have  difficulty 
with  the  relationship  of  metric  to  imperial 
weights  and  measures  "  shows  a  lack  of  basic 
teaching;    for  one  would  have  supposed 
that  this  kind  of  knowledge— not,  surely, 
of  a  difficult  nature — had  been  acquired  at 
school.   Young  people  should  be  taught  to 
think  of  quantities  in  metric  as  well  as  in 
imperial  terms.    The  reading  and  the  dis- 
pensing of  prescriptions  also  left  much  to 
be  desired;    in  that  department  appren- 
ticeship should  have  ensured  a  reputable 
standard.    Finally,  "laboratory  technique 
in  general"  was  deficient,  implying  hasty 
training.      "Similar  remarks,"   we  read, 
"applied  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Chem.ist

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MEDICAL  SUPPLIES  FOR  FORCES  OVERSEAS 

On  the  invitation  of  the  War  Office,  the  Editor  recently  visited  an  Army  Medical  Stoi 
concerned  with  supplying  medical,  surgical,  dental,  laboratory  and  hospital  goods  a 
equipment  to  British  Forces  overseas 

THE  depot  is  located  in  the  area  of  the 
Western  Command  in  this  country  and 
has  a  floor  space  of  over  100,000  square 
feet.    It  is  staffed  by  seventy  officers  and 


men  of  the  R.A.M.C.  and  thirty  A.T.S. 
The  Commanding-Officer  (Major  F.  H. 
Roberts,  R.A.M.C.)  is  a  dispenser,  and  has 
with  him  Captain  F.  Tew  (Control  and 
Progress  Officer)  and 
Lieutenant  G.  H. 
Dugmore  (Traffic) . 
Two  pharmacists, 
Q.M.S.  Huntley  and 
Sergeant  Sutton,  con- 
trol the  dangerous 
drugs  and  poisons  sec- 
tions, and  are  also 
responsible  for  check- 
ing all  goods  handled 
at  the  depot.  Junior- 
Commander  Steel  is 
in  charge  of  the 
A.T.S.  personnel. 
"Supplies  are  regu- 
larly dispatched  to 
all  war  fronts,  with 
the  exception  of 
Burma,  with  ship- 
ments averaging 
twelve  tons  a  day. 
The  cost  value  of 
stocks  in  all  sections 
of  the  depot  is  more 
than  ^2,000,000. 
Practically  all  the 
goods  are  of  British 
manufacture,  and  it 
was  pleasing  to  note, 
in  the  course  of  the 
tour    of    the  huge 

stores,  the  products  of  many  well-known 
British  drug  houses  and  manufacturers. 

Records  Department 

The  office  and  records  department  is  in 
charge  of  Captain  F.  Tew,  and  is  staffed  by 
fifteen  members  of  the  A.T.S.  Here  the 
invoices  of  all  goods  received  are  recorded 
on  a  card-index  system,  which  'shows  at  a 
glance  the  stock  of  each  of  thousands  of 
products.  On  the  outwards  side,  vouchers 
are  issued  to  the  stores  for  the  packing  and 
dispatch  of  goods  overseas.  About  fifty 
consignments  inwards  and  outwards  are 
dealt  with  daily,  with  each  shipment 
consistine  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  items.

Packing  and  Shipping 

There  is  a  steady  arrival  of  goods  col- 
lected from  the  various  storage  sections  of 
the  depot  on  the  benches  of  the  packing  and 
dispatch  department,  which  is  in  charge 
of  Sergeant  C.  V.  Martyn.  Up  to  twelve 
tons  of  stores  are  handled  daily.  The  usual 
packing  consists  of  stout  wooden  cases, 
but  special  packs  are  provided  for  goods 
destined  to  the  tropics.  All  outer  cases  are 
marked  with  the  Red  Cross.  Arrangements 
for  shipping  and  the  transportation  of 
goods  to  the  docks  are  carried  out  by  the 
personnel  of  the  depot. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  tour  the  chief 
impressions  gained  were  the  efficient 
manner  in  which/the  depot  is  organised  and 
the  consequent  apparent  simplicity  of 
handling,  inwards  and  outwards,  huge 
quantities  of  thousands  of  medical  products 
and  equipment.  The  personnel  of  each  sec- 
tion have  become  expert  in  their  work  and 
take  an  obvious  pride  in  their  duties.

sen  no  machinery  for  claiming  and 
ceiving  payment  for  "  out-of-area  "  scripts, 
le  new  regulation  solves  this  problem, 
provides  that  a  chemist  under  contract 
ith  an  Insurance  Committee  may  now 
-cept  for  dispensing  N.H.I,  prescriptions 


given  on  forms  issued  on  behalf  of  other 
Insurance  Committees  with-  which  he  may 
not  be  in  direct  contact.  Such  forms  are 
to  be  forwarded,  subsequent  to  being 
dispensed,  with  local  prescriptions  sent 
through  in  the  ordinary  way  for  pricing, 
and  the  contractor's  own  committee  will 
accept  responsibility  for  payment..  The 
effect  of  the  regulation  is  to  give  currency 
to  the  prescription  forms  of  any  committee 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  country.  There 
is  no  suggestion,  however,  that  pharmacists 
should  resign  from,  or  abstain  from  securing 
inclusion  in,  the  panels  drawn  up  by  neigh- 
bouring Insurance  Committees  from  which 
the  number  of  prescriptions  likely  to  be 
handled  by  the  contractor  may  be 
substantial. 

No  doubt  the  new  provision  may  give 
opportunity  to  unscrupulous  persons  to 
take  advantage  of  a  chemist's  lack  of 
knowledge  of  prescribers  outside  his  own 
immediate  area,  and  pharmacists  should, 
if  any  doubt  arises,  take  such  steps  as  they 
can  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  authenticity 
of  the  form  before  dispensing  the  prescrip- 
tion. Ordinary  mixtures  will  not  normally 
occasion  any  query  but,  where  Dangerous 
Drugs  are  involved,  watch  should  be  kept, 
for  example,  so  that  the  dispenser  may  be 
sure  that  there  has  been  no  withdrawal  of 
the  prescriber's  authority.  In  this  con- 
nexion attention  is  drawn  to  a  list  published 
on  p.  23  of  the  January  6  issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  Many  public 
libraries  hold  a  Medical  Register,  and  the 
services  of  the  C.  &  D.  are  also  available 
to  subscribers  in  ascertaining  whether  the 
name  of  the  prescriber  corresponds  with  an 
entry  in  the  Register. 

Industrial  Design  Council 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
announced  in  Parliament  on  December  19, 
1944,  that  he  had  set  up  a  Central  Council 
of  Industrial  Design,  with  a  Scottish  Com- 
mittee, to  encourage  by  all  practical  means 
the  adoption  of  good  design  in  British  in- 
dustry. Industries  will  be  further  encour- 
aged to'  set  up  design  centres  of  their  own, 
and  the  Government  proposes  to  make 
financial  grants  for  this  purpose.  The  new 
council  will  co-operate  in  the  setting  up  of 
such  centres.    It  will  provide  a  national 
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display  of  well-designed  British  goods,  co- 
operate with  the  education  authorities  in 
matters  affecting  the  training  of  designers, 
advise  at  the  request  of  Government  de- 
partments and  other  public  bodies  on  the 
design  of  articles  to  be  purchased  by  them, 
and  approve  the  selection  of  articles  to  be 
shown*  in  United  Kingdom  pavilions  in 
international  exhibitions. 

The  functions  of  a  design  centre  will  be 
to  study  the  problems  of  design  in  relation 
to  products  of  its  own  industry  and  to 
collect  information  about  design  and  make 
it  available  to  the  industry.  Grants  to 
design  centres  will  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  after  consulting  the  Council,  on  a 
similar  basis  to  that  adopted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  for  research  associations.  Sir 
Thomas  Barlow  has  consented  to  become 
chairman  of  the  Council,  and  Sir  Steven 
Bilsland  to  be  chairman  of  the  Scottish 
Committee,  which  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Minister  in  consultation  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland.  The  Council, 
which  will  be  unpaid,  will  arrange  its 
own  procedure  and  organisation,  and  will 
engage  a  paid  staff  to  assist  it  in  carrying 
out  its  functions.  There  will  be  provision 
Jor  a  separate  office  in  Scotland. 

Boric  Lint 

Undkr  "Insurance  Dispensing  Topics" 
we  referred  in  our  issue  of  January  6  to 
confusion  caused  in  the  areas  of  certain 
Insurance  Committees  by  the  continued 
ordering  by  medical  practitioners  of  boric 
lint  by  weight.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in 
February  1942  a  new  specification  for 
boric  acid  lint  was  included  in  the  Drug 
Tariff,  and  this  was  supported  later  by 
inclusion  of  the  specification  in  a  supple- 
ment to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 
The  revised  specification  covered  a  lint 
containing  5  per  cent,  only  of  boric  acid, 
and  a  system  of  numeration  was  of  necessity 
introduced,  because  naturally  the  resulting 
lint  was  much  lighter  in  weight  than  the 
previous  packings.  The  instruction  given 
to  all  contractors  for  drugs  to  Insurance 
Committees  was  to  supply  a  numbered 
packet  when  the  prescriber  ordered  the 
dressing  by  weight.    If,  as  appeared  from 


the  Journal  of  the  National  Associatio) 
of  Clerks  to  Insurance  Committees,  fror 
which  we  quoted,  full  allowances  have  bee 
made  to  certain  chemists  who  adhere 
literally  to  the  prescription,  then  thes 
chemists  must  count  themselves  fortunati 
as  the  pricing  clerks  were  under  no  con 
pulsion  to  act  in  this  way.  Difficulties  wi 
undoubtedly  arise  with  patients  so  long  5 
two  branches  of  the  same  firm,  as  mentione 
place  different  interpretations  upon  tJ 
doctor's  prescription,  but  the  way  to  avo 
such  problems  is  for  every  chemist  1 
familiarise  himself  with  the  requiremen! 
and  invariably  supply  according  to  tl 
numbering  system.  This  was  convenient 
summarised  in  the  table  which  we  repri 
duced  in  our  January  6  issue. 

Hyperacidity 

The    ideal    antacid    has    not  yet  be^ 
found.

xporters  are  warned,  however,  that  the 
commendation  of  the  M. E.S.C.  does  not 
jcessarily  ensure  the  automatic  issue  of  an 
Lport  licence  as  supply  or  other  important 
)nsiderations  may  preclude  export  from 
lis  country.  Similarly,  goods  which  do  not 


appear  on  the  list  below  will  not  necessarily 
be  available  for  export  freely  to  these 
destinations. 

Where  exporters  are  in  doubt  whether 
goods  ordered  from  them  and  requiring  an 
export  licence  fall  within  the  categories 
specified  in  the  list,  they  should  lodge  an 
export  licence  application  and  they  will 
then  be  informed  whether  a  M.  E.S.C. 
recommendation  is  required. 

Exporters  should  for  the  present  continue 
to  apply  to  the  United  Kingdom  Com- 
mercial Corporation  for  shipping  facilities 
for  any  goods  when  the  goods  are  ready, 
whether  subject  to  M. E.S.C.  procedure  or 
not,  and  exporters  are  advised  in  their  own 
interest  to  ensure  that  the  goods  are  covered 
by  a  valid  export  licence,  where  necessary, 
and  also  that  they  are  covered  by  a  valid 
import  licence,  since  goods  not  so  covered 
may  be  subject  to  confiscation  and  the 
United  Kingdom  Commercial  Corporation 
cannot  accept  any  responsibility. 

Notice  of  M. E.S.C.  recommendations  will

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TEES-SIDE  FORMULATES  AN  N.H.S.  POLICY 


A  MEETING  of  the  Tees-side  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  Middles- 
brough on  December  20,  1944,  Mr.  D'Arcy 
Bray  presiding.  A  discussion  on  replies 
received  to  the  National  Health  Service 
questionnaire  sent  out  by  the  Branch  took 
place,  THE  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  MacDonald 
Murray)  stating  that  he  had  sent  out  212 
copies  of  the  questionnaire,  and  126  had 
been  returned,  forty  members  having 
enclosed  "observations"  with  their  replies. 
It  was  regarded  as  satisfactory  that  60  per 
cent,  of  members  had  completed  and 
returned  their  forms.  The  replies  indi- 
cated : — 

(1)  A  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
majority  of  members  to  undervalue  their 
services  by  suggesting  a  salary  within  the 
region  of  ^350-450  as  being  adequate. 

(2)  Inability  of  members  to  decide  on 
whether  dispensing  should  be  done  by 
the  pharmacist  or  under  his  supervision. 
The  majority  were  of  the  opinion  that 
dispensing  should  be  restricted  to  pro- 
fessional staffs. 

(3)  That  in  any  new  national  dispensing 
scheme  the  advertising  of  greater  ability 
to  dispense  accurately  should  be  strictly 
prohibited,  as  this  led  to  cruel  confusion 
in  the  minds  of  the  less-educated  public. 

(4)  That  in  matters  pertaining  to 
pharmacy  and  pharmacists  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  must  remain  master  in 
its  own  household,  and  not  tolerate 
dictation  by  its  "lodgers." 

(5)  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  give  consideration  to  its  economic 
problems  and  limit  its  entrants  to  the 
real  needs  of  the  profession. 

Discussion  on  Conference  Reports 

Also  on  the  agenda  at  the  meeting  were 
reports  on  the  recent  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  in  London  by  the  branch 
delegates  (Messrs.  D'Arcy  Bray  and  S.  A.

Reports  from  Committees 

The  reports  of  the  House,  Law,  Schools, 
and  Certificates  and  Declarations  Com- 
mittees were  submitted  and  approved.  The 
report  of  the  last-named  stated  that  thirty- 
one  candidates  had  entered  for  the  forth- 
coming Licence  examination,  one  of  whom 
had  withdrawn.  One  candidate  who  had 
entered  for  the  Registered  Druggist  exam- 
ination had  withdrawn. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  P.  M.  Moriarty,  L.P.S.L  A  first 
report  from  the  committee  set  up  by  the 
Council  to  consider  the  place  of  pharmacy 
in  any  future  Public  Health  Scheme  was 
submitted.  The  Council  considered  this 
report  in  committee  at  considerable  length, 
and  adjourned  further  consideration  to  the 
next  meeting. 

Biochemistry  and  the  Status  of  Pharmacists 

Mr.  Kissane  again  urged  that  some 
provision  should  be  made  to  give  chemists 
a  training  in  biochemistry,  particularly  with 
regard  to  carrying  out  urine  tests  and 
making  blood  counts.  Chemists  who 
received  a  training  in  this  work  should,  he 
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said,  be  able  to  carry  out  these  tests  for 
the  medical  profession  at  a  special  fee ; 
work  of  this  kind  would  keep  the  chemist 
more  closely  in  touch  with  the  medical  and 
nursing  professions.  Recently,  in  the  Press, 
an  article  had  appeared  on  the  regulations 
to  be  made  under  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act  for  the  manufacture  of  penicillin 
in  Eire,  and  in  these  it  was  stated  that  the 
manufacture  would  be  permitted  only  to 
persons  holding  a  manufacturer's  licence, 
registered  medical  practitioners,  or  regis- 
tered veterinary  surgeons.  The  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  was  cut  out  altogether. — 
Mr.  Brooke-Kelly,  expressing  agreement 
with  Mr.  Kissane,  said  that  in  every  country 
pharmaceutical  chemists  made  urine  tests 
and  examined  slides  for  micro-organisms. 

Mr.  Meagher  pointed  out  that  there  was 
nothing  to  prevent  chemists  carrying  out 
such  tests.  Any  man  could  make  a  urine 
test  and  charge  a  fee  for  it.  Legally,  any 
person  could  start  as  an  analyst,  whether 
competent  or  incompetent.  Any  chemist 
could  manufacture  penicillin  under  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  provided  he 
had  obtained  a  licence  from  the  Minister 
that  he  had  a  suitable  place  with  suffi- 
ciently sterile  conditions.  It  would  be  a 
very  good  idea  if  they  could  ensure  that  only 
competent  persons  should  make  these 
preparations  ;  it  was  serious  if  preparations 
like  penicillin  or  liver  extract  for  injection 
were  not  properly  made.  The  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act  when  it  was  introduced  in 
1934  w^^s  generally  welcomed  by  this 
Council  and  the  Society;  it  was  a  good 
Act,  and  prevented  anybody  from  making 
these  substances  unless  under  proper 
supervision  and  with  adequate  precau- 
tions.— Mr.  Kissane  said  he  agreed  that 
the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act  was  a 
good  Act,  but  the  point  he  wished  to  make 
was  that  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
ignored  in  all  these  things.  Chemists 
should  be  trained  to  do  the  things  he  men- 
tioned. 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  chemists  should  be 
able  to  deal  with  penicillin  in  the  same  way 
as  doctors  or  veterinary  surgeons.  They 
should  be  able  to  produce  it  to  meet  medical 
prescriptions. — Mr.  Cahill  :  I  think  we 
would  be  well  advised  to  seek  permission 
to  make  penicillin  for  doctors'  prescrip- 
tions. 

Mr.  Kissane  said  he  understood  from 
the  article  in  the  newspaper  that  chemists 
would  not  be  allowed  to  keep  penicillin. — 
Mr.  Cahill  :  That  is  not  so. 

The  President  :  I  am  very  surprised 
that  power  is  to  be  given  to  doctors  and 


veterinary  surgeons  to  make  penicillir 
since  they  have  not  the  same  facilities  a 
we  have. 

Mr.  Cahill  suggested  that  Mr.  Boy 
(the  Council's  representative  on  the  Thera 
peutic  Substances  Committee)  should  b 
requested  to  ask  that  chemists  should  b 
given  the  same  facilities  with  regard  t 
penicillin  as  the  other  professions,  and  : 
such  facilities  were  not  given,  to  ask  tha 
the  facilities  should  be  withdrawn  from  th 
other  professions. 

Mr.  Kissane  :  Once  again  I  want  t 
make  the  point  that  we  are  not  full 
trained  in  these  matters.  Why  not  mali 
ourselves  fully  trained  ?— Mr.  Cahill  : 
agree,  but  neither  are  the  doctors  full 
trained. ^ — Mr.  Kissane  :  We  should  have; 
post-graduate  course  in  pharmacy.  j 

Syllabus  Revision 

The  President  referred  to  the  revisicj 
of  the  entire  syllabus  now  being  carrie 
out,  and  mentioned  that  provision  for  tl 
training  Mr.  Kissane  urged  could  then  t 
made.  Under  the  new  courses  studeni 
would  not  have  to  devote  so  much  time  i 
primary  matters,  and  would  be  better  ab 
to  look  forward  to  post-graduate  course; 
At  present  it  was  possible  to  take  a  degn 
in  pharmacy  in  Belfast  and  in  Londos 
He  felt  that,  eventually,  something  lil 
that  would  come  in  Eire. 

Mr.  Cahill  asked  whether,  if  chemis 
received  a  training  in  making  urine  ar 
blood  tests,  they  would  get  work  from  tl 
medical  profession.

assured  that  chemists  could  do  that  woi 
competently,  he  was  sure  chemists  wou 
be  asked  to  do  it.

The 
medical  benefit  subcommittee  reported  that, 
according  to  information  received,  the  com- 
pany had  for  some  time  refused  to  handle 
the  products  of  two  manufacturing  chem- 
ists. Two  cases  had  occurred  in  the  area  of 
prescriptions  for  the  products  in  question 
being  handed  in  at  branches  of  the  company 
referred  to,  and  substitute  preparations 
being  dispensed,  although  the  prescriptions 
were  not  marked  to  show  what  actually 
was  supplied.  The  Clerk  had,  in  the  en- 
suing correspondence,  reminded  the  com- 
pany that  under  their  contract  they  were 
required  to  supply,  with  reasonable  prompt- 
ness, such  goods  as  were  ordered  on  an 
official  prescription  form.  The  report  went 
on  to  state  that  the  Committee  could,  of 
course,  deal  with  the  specific  cases ;  but,  as 
the  company's  action  affected  its  contracts 
with  so  many  other  Committees,  they  re- 
commended that  the  correspondence;  in 
question  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  whose  observations 
thereon  should  be  requested.  The  report 
and  recommendation  were  adopted.  Asked 
what  was  happening  in  the  meantime,  the 
chairman  said  the  chemists  concerned  were 
getting  in  touch  with  the  prescribers,  stating 
that  they  could  not  supply  the  ordered 
product  and  asking  if  a  substitute  would 
be  satisfactory.  He  believed  that  that  had 
been  done  in  every  case  so  far.

United  States  Mineral  Production. — The 

United  States  and  Alaska  produced  during 
1944  minerals  to  the  value  of  $8,543  million. 
The  value  is  stated  to  be  a  record.  Output 
of  magnesium  was  170,000  short  tons, 
valued  at  $69,700,000.  Titanium  produc- 
tion and  consumption  reached  new  high 
levels,  and  the  output  of  manganese  ore 
was  the  largest  since  191 8.  Production  of 
copper,  lead  and  zinc  suffered  a  decline, 
while  mercury  production  dropped  by 
about  27  per  cent,  in  quantity  and  56  per 
cent,  in  value  following  a  sharp  decrease  in 
demand.  Antimony  output  was  also  some- 
what below  the  high  point  reached  in  1943. 
Output  of  arsenic,  beryllium,  and  cadmium 
was  up,  but  that  of  tantalite  and  columbite 
declined.  Demand  for  dead  burned  magne- 
site  and  dolomite,  fireclay,  silica,  brick,  and 
alumina  and  chrome  refractories  was 
strong ;  a  curtailment  of  magnesium  metal 
requirements  led  to  a  reduction  of  crude 
magnesite  and  magnesium  chloride.  Sulphur 
sales  totalled  3,500,000  tons  (18  per  cent, 
more  than  in  1943).  Pyrites  production 
increased  by  about  6  per  cent,  and  crude 
barite  sales  by  about  25  per  cent.  Boron 
minerals  were  almost  at  the  level  of  1937, 
the  record  year,  and  bromine  production 
reached  a  record  qf  about  103  million  lb,
